FUNNY FRILLED LIZARD. — 


Carries an Umbrella, Has a Whip Tail 


and Walks Like a Bird, 

The frilled lizard Is found In Austra. 
linn woods, being tolerably abundant 
in north Queensland and the Kimber- 
Jey district of Western Australia. It 
lives on beetles such as are found on 
the tree barks. It is about three fect 
long, measured from head to tall point. 
What makes it remarkable consists of 
two things—its burried walk and its 
fighting anger. 

It carries a sort of natural umbrella 
top about its neck, which it elevates 
suddenly with an alarming effect even 
to ordinary lizard killing dogs, scaring 
them as an umbrella opened in the face 
of a charging bull; hence ft is called 
the frilled lizard. Its teeth are not of 
much use as a defense against a vigor- 
ous animal, but when it fights it uses 
its long, lithe tail in a way-to bring 
long bruises on one’s hands—in fact, | 
could it be properly trained, it might , 
serve as an automatic switch, which, | 
ke the magic rub-a-dub-dub stick, 
would at the word administer a thrash- 
ing to the disobedient child. 

From the scientific point of view the 
ereature’s peculiar method of ambula- ; 
tion is most interesting, because it pre- 
sents an absurdly grotesque appear- 
ance at such times, more especially 
from the rear, It walks bipedally or on 
two feet, like a bird, and so much does |

are commonly so called are the mildest 
_dogree of X legs, while those that are 
‘technteatly Most nearly straight are 
‘the mildest degtee of O logs. 
X legs aud O logs are the names 
‘given to bowlegs and knockknees by 
frofessor -Mrancke, writing in the 
|Mnenchener ‘Medicinische Wochen- 
,achrift, who bases his remarks upon 
{the examination of 1,100 pairs of legs 
‘taken at random. 

O legs always look like strong Ifmbs, 
i while X legs give the impression of 
wenk members. Professor Ilrancke 
lays down the rule that if when stand- 
; Ing in a natural position the knees and 
j ankles touch without forcing the sub- 
| ject has straight legs. If, with the 
‘ankles touching, there ig os much as 
; two ceptimeters between the knees, It 
is bowlegged. If, with the knees 
, touching, there be two centimeters be- 
tween the ankles, it is knockkneed, or 
|X legged, 
| Children born with! O or straight 
| legs tend to become X legged while 
learning to walk, but this condition 
tends to disappear in men up to the 
twenty-third year or In perhaps 25 per 
| cent up to the thirty-elghth year, Wo- 
| men, however, tend to remain knock- 
, kneed or X legged throughout life, as 
la result of thelr skirts and thelr lack 
of exercise. 

The ancient Greeks never had and 
modern savages never bave X legs, 
lwhich, Professor Francke says, are 
‘consequences of civilization and tend 
to imply physical tnferiority.—Ciitago 
Inter Ocean. 


A MONSTER SUN SPOT. 


The Newest One Nearly Ten Times the 
Size of North America. 

The largest sun spot which has been 
detected within a year, a coal patch on 
the sun's surface, 10,000 miles in diam- 
eter, though its mark on the seventeen 
inch image at the Mount Wilson ob- 
servatory measures but a fifth of an 
inch across, is now under observation 
at the Carnegie observatory and has 
| been photographed several times since 
| its appearance, on June 18. 
| The area of the sun spot is approxi- 
| mately 78,540,000 square miles, a sur- 
| face nearly ten times the size of North 
| America and in which twenty-five 
| countries of the size of the United 
, States might be placed with plenty of 
| margin around the edge. 

Professor Ferdinand Ellerman has 
| headed the work of photographically 
‘capturing the spot, which is now movy- 
| ing westward. 
| “As far as we know,” said Professor 
W. 8. Adams, assistant to Professor 
George I". Hale, head of the local Car- 
negie astronomical institution, “these 

s-ate cooler than-theother parts. 
the sun’s surface. 

“The question of whether the sun Is 
“growing hotter or cooler and the effect 
the cooling of the body would have 
upon the earth fs still debatable. It 
would take us thousands of years to 
ascertain whether tbe sun is becoming 
cooler.’—New York World.

Puri, three hundred miles south of 
Calcutta, where Juggernaut has had 
his shrine since 1198 or earlier. 

At one place by the walls, says the 
Christian Herald, is a great figure 
of Juggernaut, carved in relief, and 
standing cighteen feet high. An al- 
most horrible object it is, glossy 
black except for its ape-like face, 
which is brilliant red. Devout pil- 
grims plse fruit or rice before it, 
press their foreheads to its feet, and 
pass on, confident that they have ap- 
neased this god on their long jour- 
ney to the Hindu’s paradise. 

Outside the walls of the temple 
lie remnants of this year’s great car 
wheels, eight feet in diametetr and 


a foot thick, mounted on axles twenty | 


two feet fong and fourteen inches in 
diameter. One pictures the car as 
carved from costly wood, black with 
age, ornainented with gold and set 
with precious stones. 

In fact, a new car is built every 
year, in which the god journeys the 
two miles for a fortnight’s rest at 
his garden or country house, Vast 
number of pilgrims grasp the ropes 
and ihe car moves slowly forward 
to the cheers of thousands of specta- 
vors, But the heavy wheels cut 
deep into ‘he sand and it slows down 
6nd stops. Interest lags, the priest 
now accepting a mere touching of the 
ropes as sufficient service, and hired 
coolies complete the journey, ‘two 
weeks being sometimes necessary to 
traverse the two miles, and an even 
| greater time to return, The Brit- 
igh Government now prevents. the 
sacrifice of life under the car, whieh 
probably accounts for the decline of 
the festival.

One great mistake made by many 
tf the parents who object to training 
young children is the notion that dis- 
tipline connotes harshness. It need 
do nothing of the kind. 

How did you bring your sons up 
to be so obedient and dutiful? we 
said. They defer to you in 
everything, and yet there isn’t a bit 
of the milksop about them, and they 
are not a bit afraid of you. You 
seem to be such friends, and yet I 
have heard you say you have strong 
ideas about obedience.
